
Greatest head count in U.S history is nearly ready for launch

ORLANDO, Ha. (AP) — With 
just a few months left be¬ 
fore America starts tak¬ 
ing its biggest-ever self- 
portrait, the U.S. Census 
Bureau is grappling with a 
host of concerns a bout the 
head count, including how 
to ensure that it is secure 
and accurate and the 
challenge of getting most 
people to answer ques- 
tionsonline. 

All of that is on top of the 
main attention-grabber of 
the 2020 census so far — 
a citizenship question that 
was nixed by the Supreme 
Court, dropped by the 
Trump administration, re¬ 
suscitated briefly and then 
abandoned again.

Beginning early next year, 
residents from Bamow, 
Alaska, to Key West, Flori¬ 
da, will be quizzed on their 
sex, age, race, the type of 
home they have and how 
they are related to every¬ 
one living with them. 

At stake is the balance of 
political power in a deep¬ 
ly divided country, billions 
of dollars a year in federal 
funding and population 
data that will shape busi¬ 
ness decisions nationwide 
foryearsto come. 

Costing as much as $15.6 
billion, the once-a-decade 
census not only captures 
the United States at a giv¬ 
en moment — in this case 
April 1, 2020, officially. But 
it is perhaps the only thing 
every U.S. household is le¬ 
gally required to partici¬ 
pate in regardless of who 
lives there. 

Counting some 330 million 
headsisthe largest peace¬ 


time operation the federal 
government undertakes. 
Ihe Census Bureau hires a 
half million workers, opens 
around 250 offices and 
mails out a multitude of 
forms in English and 12 oth¬ 
er languages to more than 
130 million households 
'The kind of scale we're 
talking about to count this 
nation is massive, massive, 
massive," Democratic Rep. 
Darren Soto of Florida said 
recently. 

A census has taken place 
in the U.S. every decade 
since 1790, and conten- 
tio us leg a I fig htsabout it a re 
nothing new. But the Trump 
administration's attempt to 
add the citizenship ques¬ 
tion triggered lawsuits that 
c a rried the issue a II the wa y 
to the Supreme Court. 
Opponents of the question 
said it would have discour¬ 
aged participation by mi¬ 
norities, primarily Hispanics, 
who tend to support Dem¬ 


ocrats. The Republican 
administration argued that 
the question would have 
helped enforce the Vot¬ 
ing Rights Act, a rationale 
that seemed "contrived" to 
Chief J ustice J ohn Roberts 
in his majority opinion. 
President Donald Trump 
la ter said the question was 
needed to help draw con¬ 
gressional districts, even 
though the Constitution 
mandates districts based 
on total population, notthe 
number of citizens. 

After the administration 
abandoned the question, 
Trump directed federal 
agencies to compile the 
information in other ways 
That ensured the contro¬ 
versy would continue and 
raised the possibility that it 
still might affect the count. 
Census Bureau Director 
Steven Dillingham, a Trump 
appointee, acknowledged 
the challenge but vowed 
to conduct 'the best cen¬ 
sus ever, one that is com¬ 
plete and accurate." 
Adriana Ibarra, a 43-year- 
old doctoral student from 
Mexico living in Memphis 
under a temporary visa, 
said the chilling effect lin¬ 
gers She said immigrants 
who are in the country il¬ 
legally and others may shy 
away because they do not 
feel included in decisions 
made in their communities 
anyway. 

'There's a feeling that their 
voice, their vote, their pres¬ 
ence does not substantially 
affect the situation or the 
course the country is tak¬ 
ing," she said. 

The census determines 
which states gain congres¬ 
sional seats and which lose 
them. Election Data Servic¬ 
es, a firm that consults on 
redistricting, estimates that 
Texas could gain as many 
as three seats and Florida 
two. Arizona, Colorado, 
Montana, North Carolina 
and Oregon could add 
one each. 

New York is expected to 
lose two seats. Alabama, 


Illinois, Michigan, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Rhode Island 
and West Virginia are ex¬ 
pected to lose one apiece. 
California and Minnesota 
could also lose seats, but 
if the citizenship question 
had been included, ex¬ 
perts projected smaller 
gains in Florida, Texas and 
Arizona and a more likely 
loss in California. 

The count is also used to 
map districts for state leg¬ 
islatures, city councils and 
school boards, and to de¬ 
termine the flow of federal 
money to state and lo¬ 
cal governments. George 
Washington University's An¬ 
drew Reamer estimated 
thatasmuch as$900 billion 
a year in federal funding is 
tied to the census in some 
way. 

Reamer calculates that 
each person missed in 
the census would cost a 
state an average of nearly 
$1,100 a year under five 
Department of Health and 
Human Services programs, 
including Medicaid. The 
impact would be biggest 
in Vermont, at $2,300, and 
smallest in Utah, at roughly 
$500. 

Forthe first time, the Census 
Bureau is relying in 2020 on 
most respondents answer¬ 
ing questionsvia computer, 
tablet or smartphone. Re¬ 
spondents can also call a 
phone numberto give their 
answers. Those who don't 
respond will receive paper 


questionnaires in the mail. 

If all those methods fail, 
the bureau will send out 
"enumerators" to knock on 
doors. 

The agency intends to 
spread the word about its 
"internet first" approach. 
Census officials envision 
clergy asking churchgoers 
to take outtheircellphones 
to answer questions before 
services and announcers 
nudging fans at baseball 
games 

Leaders of some minority 
groups worry that the reli¬ 
ance on the internet risks 
undercounting people less 
likely to be online: low-in¬ 
come households, immi- 
grantsand elderlyand rural 
residents. Other historically 
undercounted groups in¬ 
clude Native Americans, 
renters and people whose 
primary language isn't 
English. Owners of multiple 
homes are among the 
most likely to be double- 
counted. 

Some experts say the on¬ 
line approach should have 
been tested more. The only 
end-to-end test was done 
in Providence, Rhode Is¬ 
land, last year after two 
other tests were scaled 
back to save money. The 
rate of people responding 
on their own was higher 
than expected at 52.3 per¬ 
cent, but the bureau isaim- 
ing for60.5 percent in 2020.

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New J ersey court ruling lets assisted suic ide go ahead

TRENTON, N.J. (AP) — New 

Jersey can move ahead 
with a new law allowing 
termina lly ill patients to seek 
life-ending drugs, a state 
appeals court ruled Tues¬ 
day, overturning a lower 


But J udge Paul Innes put a 
hold on the law Aug. 14. 
Glassman, a medical doc- 
torpracticing in NewJ ersey 
and whose suit identified 
him as an Orthodox Jew, 
had argued the law could 
compel him to violate his 


seventh state allowing the 
practice. Maine enacted a 
similar law in J une, becom¬ 
ing the eighth. 

Two doctors musts sign off 
on the request for life-end¬ 
ing drugs under the law. 
And the termina lly ill patient 


must be deemed an adult 
resident of New J ersey who 
can make such a decision 
and voluntarily expressesa 
wish to die. 

The law mandates patients 
request the medication 
twice and says they must 


have an opportunity to the 
decision back. At least one 
of the requests must be in 
writing and signed by two 
witnesses. In 1997, Oregon 
became the first state 
to provide an end-of-life 
option.Q

Judges Carmen Messano 
and Arnold Natali ruled 
Tuesday that a state Supe¬ 
rior Court "abused its dis¬ 
cretion" in blocking the law 
earlierthis month. 

"We conclude the court 
failed to consider ad¬ 
equately the interests of 
qualified terminally-ill pa¬ 
tients, who the Legislature 
determined have clearly 
prescribed rights to end 
their lives consistent with 
the Act,"the appealscourt 
wrote in its opinion. 

Rich Grohmann, an attor¬ 
ney for Dr. Yosef Glassman 
who brought the lawsuit, 
says they're appealing to 
the state Supreme Court. 
New Jersey's Medical Aid 
in Dying for the Terminally 
III Act took effect Aug. 1.

But the appeals court was 
unconvinced, saying Glass- 
man didn't have standing 
to assert his claims on be¬ 
half of other doctors, pa¬ 
tients or interested family 
members. 

'We fail to discern how the 
administrative function of 
transferring those docu¬ 
ments constitutes a matter 
of constitutional import, or 
an act contrary to a physi¬ 
cian's professional obliga¬ 
tions," the court wrote. 
Grohmann declined to 
comment beyond say¬ 
ing his client was awaiting 
word on whether the state 
Supreme Court would take 
up the case.

of moving asylum cases 
through the system faster. 
The government has sent 
more than 30,000 people 
backto Mexico to wait out 
their immigration cases in 
an effort to deter migrants 
from making a danger¬ 
ous journey to the U.S. and 
ease the crush of families 
from Central America that 
has vastly strained the sys¬ 
tem. Asylum seekers gen¬ 
erally had been released 
into the U.S. and allowed to 
work, but many Trump ad¬ 
ministration officials believe 
migrants take advantage 
of the laws and stop show¬ 
ing up to court. Lawyers for 
migrants waiting in Mexico 
have reported major prob¬ 
lems reaching clients and 
getting them to the U.S. for 
their hearings And some 
of the locations in Mexico 


where migrants are sent 
are violent and unsafe. 

The money will come out of 
unobligated money from 
the base disaster re lief fund 
at FEMA, lawmakers said. 
Democratic House mem¬ 
bers strongly disagreed 
and accused DHSofgoing 
around their specific ap¬ 
propriations. 

The chairwoman of the

House Homeland Security 
Committee Chairman Ben¬ 
nie Thompson, a Mississippi 
Democrat, said DHS was 
flouting congressional in¬ 
tent. 'Taking money away 
from TSA and from FEMA 
in the middle of hurricane 
season could have deadly 
consequences,"he said. 
Homeland Security officials 
will also transfer $116 mil¬ 
lion to fund detention bed 
space for U.S. Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement. 
Congress allocated 45,000 
beds for detention, but as 
of Aug. 24, ICE was detain¬ 
ing 54,344 people. Con¬ 
gress specifically did not 
authorize additional ICE 
funding for detention beds 
when it approved an emer¬ 
gency supplemental fund¬ 
ing request of about $1.3 
billion from Homeland Se¬ 
curity to manage the huge 
increase in migrants.O

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Federal judge blocks Missouri's 8-week abortion ban

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) — A 

new Missouri ban on abor¬ 
tions at or after eig ht weeks 
of pregnancy won't take 
effect Wednesday after a 
federal judge temporarily 
blocked it from being im¬ 
plemented. 

U.S. District J udge Howard 
Sachs put a pause on the 
law as a legal challenge 
against it playsout in court, 
which could take months. 
He added that Planned 
Pa renthood a nd the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union of 
Missouri likely will succeed 
in their lawsuit alleging that 
the law is unconstitutional. 
Similar laws have been 
struck down in North Da¬ 
kota and Iowa. 

Missouri already has some 
of the nation's most restric¬ 
tive abortion regulations A 
clinic in St. Louis is the only 
one in the state that per¬ 
forms abortions. 

Sachs' ruling says allowing 
the eight-week abortion 
ban to be enforced would 
have blocked a bout ha If of 
reported abortions in Mis¬ 
souri. "fhe judge wrote that 
it would amount to "sig¬ 
nificant interference with 
plaintiffs' service and the 
rights of its prospective pa¬ 
tients" 

The law includes excep¬ 
tions for medic a I emergen¬ 
cies, but not for rape or in¬ 
cest. 

Missouri lawmakers expect¬ 
ed a court challenge and 
included a series of less-re¬ 


strictive bans ranging from 
14 weeks up to 20 weeks 
in the measure in hopes 
that one would be upheld. 
But it's unc lea r if a ny of the 
bans on abortions before 
fetuses are viable outside 
the womb, which can be 
from 24 to 28 weeks, will 
Stic k. 

Sachs wrote that it's "highly 
likely that the listed weekly 
time limits on abortions will 
be ruled invalid." 

He will allow one portion of 
the policy to take effect: 
a ban on abortions based 
solely on race, sex ora di¬ 
agnosis indicating the po¬ 
tential for Down syndrome. 
He wrote that abortions 
based on Down syndrome 
would be "somewhat rare, 
given the window of time 
needed for adequate test¬ 
ing and consultation." 
Planned Parenthood 

vowed to fight to block 
that portion of the law, too. 
"Although we are grateful 
today's ruling allows us to 
provide care to some Mis¬ 
sourians, we will continue 
to defend the truth: EVERY 
reason to have an abor¬ 
tion is a valid reason," said 
Colleen McNicholas, chief 
medical officer for Planned 
Parenthood of the St. Louis 
Region. 

fhe decision to allow that 
portion of the law to be 
enforced was lauded by 
Missouri Attorney General 
Eric Schmitt, a Republican 
whose office is responsible 
for defending the law in 
court. 

"As the father of a child 


with special needs, At¬ 
torney General Schmitt is 
particularly sensitive to sug¬ 
gestions that an unbom 
child who will have special 
needs is any lesser of a hu¬ 
man being, and we're glad 
that provisions relating to 
that issue were left in place 
in the judge's ruling today," 
spokesman Chris Nuelle 
said in a statement. 
Republican Gov. Mike Par¬ 
son, who signed the law in 
May, said in a statement 
that he's "encouraged that 
today's court ruling upheld 
the anti-discrimination pro¬ 
visions of the law, and we 
look forward to litigating 
the remaining issues." 
Attorneys for the state can 


appeal Sachs' ruling. Nu¬ 
elle said the attorney gen¬ 
eral's office is reviewing the 
full ruling and determining 
what steps to take next. 
State attorneys have ar¬ 
gued that courts have al¬ 
lowed limits on abortions 
based on the gestational 
age of the fetus. In court 
documents, they told the 
judge thatthe state'sgoal is 
"protecting fetal life" a swell 
as protecting women. Dur¬ 
ing a court hearing Mon¬ 
day, Missouri Solicitor Gen¬ 
era IJ ohn Sauer's argument 
centered on his contention 
that Planned Parenthood 
and the ACLU do not have 
standing to challenge the 
law. 


Missouri's law also includes 
an outright ban on abor¬ 
tions except in cases of 
medical emergencies, 
but that would take effect 
only if Roe v. Wade is over¬ 
turned. 

Ihe St. Louis Planned Par¬ 
enthood affiliate clinic, 
the only one in Missouri 
that provides abortions, is 
fighting to have its license 
renewed. The Missouri De¬ 
partment of Health and 
Senior Services refused to 
renew the St. Louis clinic's 
license in July, saying in¬ 
spectors found several 
problems in March that in¬ 
cluded three 'failed abor¬ 
tions" requiring additional 
surgeriesQ

JUNEAU, Alaska (AP) - 

Alaska marijuana grower 
Leif Abel considers his busi¬ 
ness successful but still feels 
like he's living "paycheck 
to paycheck" much of the 
time. 

A greenhouse expansion is 
behind schedule, and he 
said the company could 
have hired more crews to 
workon it if taxesand other 
expenses weren't so high. 
"We don't have enough of 
a cushion where we could 
comfortably have a crop 
failure, and that's not a very 
safe place fora cultivation 
company to be,"said Abel, 
an owner of Greatland 
Ganja in the Kenai Penin¬ 
sula community of Kasilof. 
Abel is among a number 
of Alaska pot growers who 
have struggled to pay the 
state's $50-per-ounce can- 
nabistax as marijuana pric¬ 
es have tumbled. He said 
he's paid his taxes on time, 
but it hasn't always been 
easy. 

Forty-five growers in the 
state are delinquent, com¬ 
pared to six a yea ra go, ac¬ 
cording to figures provided 
by Alaska's Department of 
Revenue. For the June tax 
filing period, more than 160 
growers had filed a tax re¬ 
turn with the state. 

Ihe cannabis tax is im¬ 
posed on cultivators when 
pot is sold or transferred 
from a grow facility to a re¬ 
tail shop or product manu¬ 
facturer. There is a lesser 
tax rate for immature bud 
and trimmings

OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) — 

The Oklahoma Second 
Amendment Association 
is challenging efforts that 
would put on hold a new 
permitless carry law until 
voters weigh in on the issue. 
The law passed earlier this 
year will allow Oklahoma 
residents to openly carry 
gunswithouta background 
check or training. The new 
law takes effect Nov. 1, but

In Alaska, the total amount 
of late taxes due, with ac¬ 
cruing penalties and inter¬ 
est, is about $1 million, ac¬ 
cording to the department.

The tax generated antici¬ 
pated revenue of about 
$1.8 million for the state 
in June. Three-quarters of 
state pot revenue is intend¬ 
ed to be used for recidivism 
programs and a marijuana 
education and treatment 
fund. 

Kelly Mazzei, excise tax 
managerwith the Revenue 
Department, in a letter to 
marijuana regulatorseariier 
this year called the number 
of late accounts alarm¬ 
ing. The tax debt doesn't 
go away if a business goes 
under, she told The Associ¬ 
ated Press. 

Many in the industry blame 
the tax, though some also 
see an unlimited number 
of licensees as part of the 
problem. Oregon officials 
cited that state's issue with 
unlimited licenses after a 
massive oversupply of mari¬ 
juana led to a freefall in 
prices 

Weltzin said Alaska is not in 
that situation yet, but it's a 
concern. 

"Hopefully, we can get a 
system figured out where 
we have a more fair tax 
structure and a more strin¬ 
gent licensing process, so 
it will give value to our ex¬ 
isting businesses but still 
encourage new business 
growth,"she said. 

Alaska's $50-an-ounce 
(28 grams) tax was set by 
the 2014 voter initiative 
that legalized recreational 
marijuana for those 21 and 
older. While the initiative al¬ 


lowed the state to establish 
lowerratesforcertain parts 
of the plant, which officials 
have done, a rewrite of the 
tax is considered up to the 
Legislature. 

Surveys are planned to 
gauge industry represen¬ 
tatives' thoughts, Carrigan 
said. 

'We're trying to figure out 
... where the sweet spot is 
with that," he said, with fair- 
nessamong growers, retail¬ 
ers and manufacturers a 
key consideration. 

Dane Wyricksaid the future 
of his Anchorage cultiva¬ 
tion and retail business is 
hazyafterfeeling squeezed 
by state taxes and other 
expenses. He said the tax, 
combined with production 
expenses and other fac¬ 
tors, is too burdensome. 
Some industry officials and 
advocates hope fora sym¬ 
pathetic ear in Ala ska's Re¬ 
publican governor, Mike 
Dunleavy, who has adopt¬ 
ed an open-for-business 
ma ntra. 

Dunleavy frustrated the in¬ 
dustry earlier this year by 
appointing to a marijuana 
regulatory board a wom¬ 
an who was involved in a 
failed effort to ban can¬ 
nabis operations in Fair¬ 
banks. After lawmakers 
rejected the appointment, 
Dunleavy picked a former 
board member who sup¬ 
ported the legalization ef- 
fortand who Carrigan con- 
sidersa good choice. 
Assistant Commerce Com¬ 
missioner Amy Demboski 
has convened a work 
group with industry inter¬ 
ests, regulators and the 
Revenue Department to 
discuss what they see as 
business impediments, with 
taxes among the issues 
raised, Glenn Hoskinson, a 
special assistant to Com¬ 
merce Commissioner J ulie 
Anderson, said by email. 
'This process is still in its in¬ 
fancy, so it's too early to 
know if there is going to be 
any proposal oranything of 
substance from this working 
group," Hoskinson wrote. 
Carrigan sees this as an ef¬ 
fort to move forward with 
the administration: 'When 
somebody holds out an 
olive branch and wants to

People ac toss Southwest

A man released on parole 
from prison two weeksago 
stole a police SUV near 
Dayton, Ohio, and crashed 
into a minivan filled with 
children, killing two 6-year- 
old girls, police said Tues¬ 
day. 

Ten others were injured, in¬ 
cluding five children and 
the suspect. One child re¬ 
mained in critical condi¬ 
tion, police said. 

Dayton's police chief said 
that 32-year-old Raymond 
Walters was driving at 
nearly 100 mph (161 kph) 
in the stolen police cruiser 
through the city's down¬ 
town Monday night when 
he ran a red light and hit 
two vehicles. 

"The family in the mini- 
van had just stopped at 
a library and was leaving 
when Walters slammed 
into them, police said. Six 
of those inside the minivan 
were from the same family 
and the other child was a 
relative, police said. 

A coroner identified the 
two who died as Eleanor 
McBride, of Huber Heights, 
and Penelope Jasko, of 


Dayton. "They were cousins, 
the family's priest told the 
Dayton Daily News. 

It all started when Walters 
stabbed his father and 
then took off in his father's 
pickup truck, said Police 
Chief Richard Biehl. 

Walters' father was driving 
him to a hospital to under¬ 
go a mental health evalu¬ 
ation and when he found 
out he attacked his father, 
Biehl said. 

Soon after driving off, Wal¬ 
ters crashed in the neigh¬ 
boring suburb of Riverside 
and then he jumped into 
a Riverside police SUV that 
had responded to the 
crash, police said. 

The officer had not known 
about the stabbing and 
had no reason to suspect 
that Walters might try to 
flee, said Riverside Police 
Chief Frank Robinson. "The 
officerhad used a stun gun 
while trying to get Walters 
out of the cruiser, Robinson 
said. 

Dashcam video showed 
Walters driving backwards 
in the stolen cruiser and 
ramming into another Riv¬ 
erside croiserbefore driving 
away.Q

FLAGSTAFF, Ariz. (AP) — 

Across the Southwest, peo¬ 
ple are longing forseason- 
a I ra instorms like a lost sum- 
merromance. 

They're declaring their love 
online forthe weather pat¬ 
tern that makesthe scorch¬ 
ing heat somewhat bear¬ 
able in places like Phoenix 
and Las Vegas, and helps 
snuff out wildfires They're 
peering out their windows 
fo r signs of storm clouds roll¬ 
ing in and calling sprinkles 
of rain a tease. 

"I miss it," Flagstaff, Arizona, 
teacher Diane Immethun 
said wistfully. "I miss the joy 
of it, the feeling of the rain 
at night sometimes, not al¬ 
ways, just hearing it on the 
roof, and the thunder and 
lightning in beautiful skies, 
gorgeous sunsets." 

The monsoon season, char¬ 
acterized by a shift in wind 
patterns and moisture be¬ 
ing pulled in from the tropi¬ 
cal coast of Mexico, arrives 
like clockwork in mid-June 
and runs through Septem¬ 
ber. Usually it means rain 
but not much hasfalien this 
summerand the Southwest 
is parched. 

The Flagstaff airport usu¬ 


ally logs nearly 5.5 inchesof 
rain by now has only seen 
one-fifth of that — the dri¬ 
est in 120 years. Las Vegas 
has barely recorded any 
rain. The city of St. George, 
Utah, had zero rain in J uly 
and August — far from the 
average 1.25 inches (2.75 
cm). 

The dryness stretching 
across the Four Comers re¬ 
gion has hydrologists wor¬ 
ried, although many places 
are still above-normal for 
precipitation because of a 
wet winter. 

"I've heard the joke calling 
it the 'nonsoon' and that's 
really what we're seeing," 
said Royce Fontenot, a 
senior hydrologist with the 
weather service in Albu¬ 
querque, New Mexico. 

But people are not giving 
up hope. 

Forecasters say some re¬ 
lief could come this week. 
The flirting started Tuesday 
as clouds began to build 
and thunder rumbled over 
some spots. 

Metis Carmichael wants to 
lure the rain to Arizona in 
a tongue-and-cheek way. 
She hasbeen encouraging 
people to washtheircars— 
a perverse weather prom¬ 
ise to ruin a shiny auto exte¬ 


rior with muddy raindrops 
She also suggests sched¬ 
uling an outdoor gather¬ 
ing because Murphy's Law 
has been known to bring 
inclement weather at the 
worst possible time. She's 
even hoping some call on 
the powers of the legend¬ 
ary vortexes in Sedona. 

"All those things guarantee 
it's going to rain," Carmi¬ 
chael quipped. 

The experts are offering 
the ir a ssu ra nc es to o. 

"It's not unheard of to have 
a wetter September, so it's 
certainly possible,"said Na¬ 
tional Weather Service me- 
teonologistj a ret Rogers. 

"It will come," confides Tif¬ 
fany Davila of the Arizona 
Department of Forestry 
and Fire Management. 

The summer rains usually 
account for the biggest 
percentage of moisture the 
desert regionsget in a year. 
In mountainous Flagstaff, 
rainfall helps late-blooming 
wildflowers like black-eyed 
Susa ns flourish. 

Without the rain, the threat 
of wildfires lingers, lake lev¬ 
els decline and outdoor 
plants need moreTLC.

'The Prime Minister needs 
to respect Parliament and 
understand the role of Par¬ 
liament is to question and 
challenge the executive," 
the main opposition Labour 
Party leader Jeremy Cor- 
byn said. 

Johnson has refused to rule 
out suspending Parliament, 
saying itwasup to lawmak¬ 


ers to carry out the decision 
of the 2016 referendum to 
leave the EU and that the 
public is "yearning fora mo¬ 
ment when Brexit comes 
off the front pages." 

But the opposition isobject- 
ing to the direction of trav¬ 
el. The Labour Party, the 
Scottish National Party, Ub- 
eral Democrats, Plaid Cym¬ 
ru, the G reen Party and the 
Independent Group for 


Change said Johnson has 
shown himself "open to us¬ 
ing anti-democratic means 
to force through no-deal." 
During a meeting Tuesday 
at the site where Parlia¬ 
ment met during World War 
II, the lawmakers signed 
what they called the 
Church House Declaration, 
demanding to be heard. 
"Shutting down Parliament 
would be an undemocrat¬ 


ic outrage atsuch a crucial 
moment for our country, 
and a historic constitutional 
crisis,"the declaration said. 
"Any attempt to prevent 
Parliament sitting, to force 
through a no-deal Brexit, 
will be met by strong and 
widespread democratic 
resistance." 

Johnson hastold European 
Union officials it won't be 
possible to stop Britain's de¬ 


parture from the trading 
bloc without the removal 
of controversial language 
about a "backstop" to 
avoid the return of a bor¬ 
der between EU member 
Ireland and Britain's North¬ 
ern Ireland. 

He said at the close of 
the G-7 summit in Biarritz, 
France, Monday that he 
was "marginally more opti¬ 
mistic," of progress. 

"But, remember that all 
statistical estimates that I 
give about the chances 
of a deal —whether they 
are expressed in odds of 
millions to one, or getting 
closer, or hotter or colder, 
or whatever — they all de¬ 
pend exclusively on the will¬ 
ingness of our friends and 
partners to compromise 
on that crucial point and 
to get rid ofthe backstop 
and the current withdrawal 
agreement,"he said. 
Johnson last week tried 
to persuade the leaders 
of Germany and France 
to support his vision. They 
have responded by chal¬ 
lenging Johnson to show 
he can come up with a 
better alternative, putting 
the onus on him to come

Sudanese activists say 
tribal c lashes killed 37 in

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — Su- 

dan urged the U.N. Secu¬ 
rity Council on Monday to 
lift its suspension of troop 
withdrawals and ensure all 
peacekeepers leave Dar¬ 
fur by June 2020, but the 
African Union said overall 
security in the vast western 
region "re mains volatile." 
Sudan's U.N. Ambassador 
Omer Mohamed Siddig 
told the council it's time to 
shift from peacekeeping 
to peacebuilding in Darfur, 
and to end restrictions on 
the government's move¬ 
ment of arms and troops in 
and out of the region. 

In late June, the Security 
Council voted unanimously 
to put the brakes on the 
withd ra wa I of the jo int U. N .- 
African Union peacekeep¬ 
ing force from Darfur as 
the country dealt with a 
political crisis. It extended 
the mandate of the force, 
known as UNAMID, until 
Oct. 31, and it asked the 


U.N. and AU to make rec¬ 
ommendations by Sept. 30 
on what the council should 
do about continuing the 
withdrawal. 


The Darfurconflictbegan in 
2003 when ethnic Africans 
rebelled, accusing the Ar¬ 
ab-dominated Sudanese 
government of discrimina¬ 


tion. "The government in 
Khartoum was accused of 
retaliating by aiming local 
nomadic Arab tribes and 
unleashing them on civilian 


populations — a charge it 
denies In recent years, as 
the result of a successful 
government military cam¬ 
paign, the rebellion has 
been reduced to a rebel 
Sudan Uberation Amy fac¬ 
tion headed by Abdul Wa¬ 
hid Elnurin J ebel Marra. 

In July 2018, the Security 
Council voted to dramati¬ 
cally cut the UNAMID force 
in response to reduced 
fighting and improved se¬ 
curity conditions. The tar¬ 
get for ending the mission is 
J une 30, 2020. 

Smail Chengui, the AU com¬ 
missioner for peace and 
security, told the council 
that Darfur still faces "inter¬ 
mittent amed clashes" be¬

Teminal land parts of Ter¬ 
minal 2 were closed during 
the police operation.

Some 190 incoming and 
outgoing flights were can¬ 
celed, Geman news 
agencydpa reported. 
Affected passengers, who 
had already been through 
security checks fortheirde¬ 
parting flights, had to go 
through the processagain, 
Wilhelm said. 


Munich airport is one of 
Gemany's busiest aviation 
hubs and the shutdown 
came during peaksummer 
travel season. The passen¬ 
ger was identified by po¬ 
lice as a Spanish man, be¬ 
tween 20 and 25, who had 
flown in from Bangkok and 
was to catch a connect¬ 
ing flight to Madrid. Before 
boarding the connecting 
flight the passenger had 
to go through security con¬ 
trols, but instead opened 
an emergency door and 
left through it despite set¬

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Israel's shadow war with Iran bursts into the open

J ERUSALEM (AP) — The long 
shadow warbetween Israel 
and Iran has burst into the 
open in recent days, with 
Israel allegedly striking Iran- 
linked targets as far away 
as Iraq and crash-landing 
two drones in Hezbollah- 
dominated southern Beirut. 
These incidents, along with 
an airraid in Syria that Israel 
says thwarted an imminent 
Iranian drone attack, have 
raised tensionsata particu- 
la rly fraught time. 

Israel's Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu is look¬ 
ing to project strength 
three weeks before na¬ 
tional elections, while Iran 
has taken a series of pro¬ 
vocative actions in recent 
months aimed at pressur¬ 
ing European nations to 
provide relief from crippling 
U.S. sanctions 
Hassan Nasrallah, leaderof 
the Iran-backed Hezbollah, 
vowed to retaliate after a 
drone crashed on the mili¬ 
tant group's Beirut media 
office and another explod¬ 
ed midair early Sunday. Is¬ 
raeli forces along the bor¬ 
der with Lebanon are on 
high alert, raising fears of a 
repeat of the 2006 war. Ne¬ 
tanyahu has warned Nas¬ 
rallah to "relax," saying Is¬ 
rael "knows how to defend 
itself and how to pay back 
its enemies." 

The Israeli leader has also 
addressed Gen. Qassem 
Soleimani, head of Iran's 
elite Quds Force and the 
architect of its regional en¬ 
trenchment, telling him to 
"be careful with yourwords 
and be even more care¬ 
ful with your actions." Israel 
said Soleimani mastermind¬ 
ed the alleged drone at¬ 
tack. Another command¬ 
er in Iran's Revolutionary 
Guard, Gen. Mohsen Reza- 


ei, dismissed the Israeli a Ne¬ 
gations as a "lie." 

Israel has also blamed Iran 
for recent rocket fire from 
the Gaza Strip, and on 
Monday struck a Palestin¬ 
ian base in Lebanon near 
the Syrian border. 

Israel views Iran asitsgreat- 
est threat, and has hailed 
President Donald Trump's 
decision to withdraw from 
the 2015 nuclear deal and 
re-impose sanctions. But 
Netanyahu may fear the 
U.S. is moderating that 
approach after Trump 
said there's a "really good 
chance" he could meet 
with Iran's president. 

The two close alliesalready 
appear to be at odds 
over recent strikes on Iran- 
linked militias in Iraq. In a 
rare move, U.S. officials ac¬ 
knowledged that Israel was 
behind at least one of the 
strikes, and the Pentagon 
pointedly distanced itself 
from the Iraq strikes, say¬ 
ing U.S. forces were not in¬ 


volved. 

None of the parties is be¬ 
lieved to be seeking war, 
but the potential formisca I- 
culation could lead to a re¬ 
gional conflagration. 

ISRAEL 

Israel says it is responding 
to increasingly aggressive 
moves by Ira n a nd seeking 
to roll back its regional en¬ 
trenchment. As Netanyahu 
fights for an unprecedent¬ 
ed fifth term in the Sept. 17 
elections, he iseagerto dis¬ 
play his security credentia Is 
and discuss what many 
Israelis see as his signature 
achievement — counter¬ 
ing Iran and its nuclear pro¬ 
gram. 

Israel has carried out hun¬ 
dreds of airstrikes against 
Iran-backed forces in Syria 
since the civil war began 
in 2011. In recent months it 
hasgone increasingly pub¬ 
lic with the campaign, im¬ 
mediately confirming the 
kinds of strikes it used to 
rarely acknowledge. 


Even Netanyahu's po¬ 
litical opponents support 
the operations, which are 
aimed at preventing Iran 
from establishing a perma¬ 
nent military presence on 
the Syrian frontier. But they 
have questioned his mo¬ 
tives in making them pub¬ 
lic, with some accusing him 
of grandstanding, in what 
they suggest is an attempt 
to win overvotersahead of 
the elections. 

'There is definitely a more 
aggressive line now, even 
if Israel isn't saying so offi- 
c ia lly," sa id Amos Ha re I, an 
Israeli military analyst. "Part 
of it has to do with the in¬ 
creased Iranian efforts and 
part of it has to do with all 
the other considerations." 
Netanyahu's opponents 
have hammered him for 
refusing to strike harder at 
the Islamic militant group 
Hamas after recent rocket 
fire from Gaza. Netanyahu 
also faces a tide of corrup¬ 
tion allegations that have 


raised the stakes ahead 
of the vote. He has denied 
any wrongdoing. 

Despite his tough rhetoric, 
Netanyahu has tradition¬ 
ally been risk-averse in mili¬ 
tary matters But he also 
views countering Iran as his 
primary mission and may 
hope to cement his legacy 
while he hasa staunch sup¬ 
porter in the White House. 

IRAN 

Trump's decision to with¬ 
draw from the nuclear deal 
and impose maximal sanc¬ 
tions on Iran has devastat¬ 
ed its economy and left it 
desperate for relief. 

Iran has begun openly 
breaching limits set by 
the deal, saying it cannot 
abide by the agreement 
unless European signatories 
offer it a respite from sanc¬ 
tions. In recent weeks, Iran 
shot down a U.S. military 
surveillance drone and has 
been blamed for mine at- 
tackson six oil tankers near 
the Strait of Hormuz, some¬ 
thing it denies. Iran has a Iso 
seized a British-flagged oil 
tanker. 

At the same time, Teh¬ 
ran has launched a fresh 
diplomatic offensive, with 
Foreign Minister Moham¬ 
mad Javad 7a rif making 
a surprise appearance at 
the G-7 summit in France 
as part of a worldwide tour 
ahead of next month's U.N. 
General Assembly. 

Experts say Iran seeks sanc¬

Lam said she explained 
the government's position 
at the Monday meeting, 
which was closed-door 
and unannounced. She 
disputed complaints that 
her government is ignor¬ 
ing the protesters, whose 
demands include the with¬ 
drawal of an extradition 
bill, an independent inquiry 
into whatthey believe isex- 


cessive use of force by po¬ 
lice at the demonstrations, 
and democratic elections. 


"It is not a question of not 
responding," she told re¬ 
porters before a weekly 


meeting with her executive 
council. "It is a question of 
not accepting those de¬ 
mands." 

Hong Kong, a Chinese ter¬ 
ritory, has seen more than 
two months of youth-led 
protests that have often 
ended in clashes with po¬ 
lice. More than 80 people 
were arrested last week¬ 
end after protesters occu¬ 
pied city streets. Ihey built 
barriers across the roads 
and threw bricksand gaso¬ 
line bombs to try to block 
the police, who used tear 
gasto drive them away. 
Lam announced last week 
that she is creating a plat¬ 
form fordialogue and said 
Tuesday that it would in¬ 
clude protesters. Opposi¬ 
tion lawmakers have ques¬ 


tioned the sincerity of her 
initiative, calling it a delay 
tactic. 

It wasn't clear who attend¬ 
ed the Monday meeting 
with Lam and the educa¬ 
tion and home affairs minis¬ 
ters. "fhe South China Morn¬ 
ing Post newspaper, citing 
an unidentified source, said 
about 20 people took part 
and that they were mostly 
in their20sand 30s 
Lam said her government 
had accepted the move¬ 
ment's main demand by 
suspending the extradition 
bill, which would have al¬ 
lowed suspects to be sent 
to mainland China to face 
trial. She has declared the 
legislation dead, but pro¬ 
testers are demanding its 
formal withdrawal. □ 


Sri Lankan Islamic clerics seek clarity on face veil ban

suicide bomb attacks 
Clericsare waryofthe Mus¬ 
lim community being tar¬ 
geted again for violence, 
as it was in the aftermath 
of April's Easter Sunday 
attacks that killed more 
than 260 people, said Fazil 
Fa rook, spokesman for 


All Ceylon Jammiyyathul 
Ulama, Sri Lanka's largest 
group of Islamic clerics 
Two local radical Muslim 
groups have been blamed 
forthe attacks. 

Farook urged Muslim wom¬ 
en not to rush into wearing 
theirveilsagain. 

'They have managed in 
the past and we are ask¬ 
ing them to do it the same 
way," Farook said, adding 
that some women have re¬ 
fused to be seen in public 
without covering their fac¬ 
es because they had been 
accustomed to it. 

After the Easter attacks on 
three churches and three 
tourist hotels, Sri Lanka's 


government brought the 
country under emergen¬ 
cy rule, giving sweeping 
search, arrest and deten¬ 
tion powers to the military 
and police. President Mai- 
thripala Sirisena also used 
the emergency law to issue 
a decree banning cover¬ 
ing faces in all manners, in¬ 
cluding face veils. 
Emergency rule had been 
extended each month until 
last week, when Sirisena al¬ 
lowed the law to lapse. He 
issued a separate orcleral- 
lowing the military to main¬ 
tain peace.

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Puerto Rico braces for rain, power outages as Dorian neats

SAN j UAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 

— Jorge Ortiz, a 50-year- 
old construction worker, 
was taking no chances as 
Tropical Storm Dorian ap¬ 
proached Puerto Rico on 
Tuesday and threatened 
to brush past the island's 
southwest coast at near- 
hurricane strength. 

Wiping sweatfrom hisbrow, 
Ortiz climbed up a shaky 
ladderunderthe punishing 
morning sun and tied down 
pieces of zinc that now 
serve as his roof because 
Hurricane Maria ripped the 
second floor off his house 
when the Category 4 storm 
hit in September 2017. 

He was forced to rebuild 
everything himself and 
finished just three months 
ago, and said he received 
no assistance from the lo¬ 
cal orfederal government. 
'They to Id me I did n't qualify 
because it was a total loss," 
he said, shaking his head 
as he added that he was 
wary about Dorian. "I'm 
worried that despite all this 
sacrifice, I'll lose it again." 
It's a concern shared by 
many across the U.S. ter¬ 
ritory, where some 30,000 
homes still have blue tarps 
as roofs and where the 3.2 
million inhabitants depend 
on a shaky powergrid that 
Maria destroyed and re¬ 
mains prone to outages 
even in the slightest of rain 
storms. 

Dorian was located about 
415 miles (665 kilometers) 
southeast of Ponce, Puerto 


Rico, late Tuesday morning. 
The U.S. National Hurricane 
Center said it had maxi¬ 
mum sustained winds near 
50 mph (85 kph) and was 
forecast to strengthen dur¬ 
ing the next 48 hours before 
passing nearorsouth of the 
U.S. territory on Wednesday 
as it moves west-northwest 
at 13 mph (20 kph). 

'The biggest problem will 
be the rain," said Roberto 
Garcia, a forecaster with 
the National Meteorologi¬ 
cal Service in Puerto Rico. 
The storm was expected 
to dump between 3 to 6 
inches (8 to 15 centime¬ 
ters) of rain in the Wind¬ 
ward islands, with isolated 
amounts of 10 inches (25 


centimeters). 

Dorian already caused 
power outages and 
downed trees in Barbados 
and St. Lucia, and a still- 
uncertain long-term track 
showed the storm nearFlor- 
ida overthe weekend. 

The Hurricane Centerissued 
a hurricane watch and a 
tropical storm warning for 
Puerto Rico and forthe Do¬ 
minican Republic from Isla 
Saona to Samana and a 
tropical storm warning for 
Martinique. Tropical storm 
watches were in force for 
Dominica, Saba, St. Eusta- 
tius and parts of the Do¬ 
minican Republic from Isla 
Saona to Punta Palenque 
and from Samana to Puer¬ 


to Plata. 

In Puerto Rico, some gro¬ 
cery stores ran out of bot¬ 
tled wateraspeople rushed 
to buy supplies including 
generators and filled their 
carswith gasoline. 
Government officials on 
the island warned of pos¬ 
sible landslides, flash flood¬ 
ing and power outages, 
with Puerto Rico's health 
secretary urging those with 
certain health conditions 
such asdiabetesto be pre¬ 
pared. 

The island's transportation 
secretary acknowledged 
that crews are still rebuild¬ 
ing roads damaged or 
blocked by Maria. He said 
more than 1,000 remain 


blocked by that storm's 
landslides. 

Gov. Wanda Vazquez 
signed an executive order 
on Monday declaring a 
state of emergency and 
urged those living under a 
tarp to stay in one of the 
island's 360 shelters if need¬ 
ed. Housing Secretary Fer¬ 
nando Gil said some 9,000 
to 13,000 homes with blue- 
tarp roofs are located in 
the region that Dorian is ex¬ 
pected to affect the most. 
Officials also said they 
would close all public 
schools by Tuesday after¬ 
noon. 

Jesus Laracuente, a 
52-year-old construction 
worker who lives in the im¬ 
poverished neighborhood 
of Las Monjas in the capital 
of SanJ uan, had hisdoubts 
about the government 
preparations Blue tarpsare 
still visible in his community, 
which can flood even in 
light rainstorms. 

'The people here are pre¬ 
pared. We already learned 
our lesson," he said, refer¬ 
ring to Maria. 'What de¬ 
spa irs us is knowing that the 
slightest breeze will leave us 
without power. It's the gov¬ 
ernment that fa ils us." 
Vazquez said this time, the 
island's Electric Power Au¬ 
thority has a vast inventory 
of equipment to cope with 
storm damage — $141 mil¬ 
lion worth compared with 
$22 million during Maria. 
That includes more than 
23,000 poles, 120,000 lights 
and 7,400 transformersO

J uli Inkster used her two 
Solheim Cup captain's 
picks on Stacy Lewis and 
Morgan Pressel on Mon¬ 
day, wanting to add ex¬ 
perience to an American 
team so young that eight 
of the 12 players have nev- 
ercompeted in the tourna¬ 
ment when it is away from 
home. 

"I think they can bring a 
little calming factor to our 
team," Inkster said in a 
conference call from New 
York. 

Qualifying ended Sun¬ 
day afterthe CP Women's 
Open in Canada. Of the 
10 playerswho earned au¬ 
tomatic spots on the U.S. 
team — through Solheim 
Cup points or from the 
women's world ranking — 
five are Solheim Cup rook¬ 
ies and three have never 
played the matches away 
from home. 

The Solheim Cup is Sept. 13- 
15 at Gleneagles in Scot¬ 
land, the course where 
Europe won the RyderCup 
five yearsago. 

Lewis, the last American 
to reach No. 1 in the world 
ranking, will be playing in 
her fifth Solheim Cup. The 
two-time major champion 
won her last tournament 
two yearsago. She missed 
the second half of last year 
to have her first child. 

Lewis made her Solheim 
Cup debut in Ireland in 
2011 and recalled the 
nerves of walking to the 
first tee in foursomes, real¬ 
izing she had the opening 
shot. "I hit a horrendous 
tee shot," she said. "That 
was kind of the moment 
for me that I wasn't nec¬ 
essarily prepared for that 
I want the other rookies to 
be ready for."

A season that began with 
Tiger Woods celebrating 
a fifth Masters title ended 
with a fifth surgery on his left 
knee. 

Thisone wasn't serious. 
Woods said Tuesday on 
Twitterhe had arthroscopic 
surgery last week to repair 
what he described as mi- 
norcartilage damage. In a 
statement Woods released 
on social media, Dr. Vem 
Cooley said he looked at 
the rest of the knee and 
found no additional prob¬ 
lems. 

"I'm walking now and hope 
to resume practice in the 
next few weeks," Woods 
said, adding that he 
looked forward to traveling 
to J a pan in October for a 
planned Skins Game exhi¬ 
bition and the TbTb Cham¬ 
pionship on Oct. 24-27. 
Mark Steinberg, his agent 
at Excel Sports, described 
the knee as little more than 
"irritating." 


"It was bothering him, but 
arthroscopic these days is 
different than we had years 
and years ago," Steinberg 
said. "He's up and walking 
now. This will have no effect 
on the fall or winter." 

Woods has a light sched¬ 
ule the rest of the year — 
Japan in late October, his 
Hero World Challenge in 
the Bahamas the first week 
of Decemberand then the 
Presidents Cup at Royal 
Melbourne in Australia. He is 
the U.S. captain and could 
playasa captain's pick. He 
won't have to make that 
decision until a week after 
the Japan event. 

Woods has dealt primar¬ 
ily with back issues the last 
six years. He had the first of 
four back surgeries in the 
spring of 2014, and the last 
one in 2017 to fuse his lower 
spine when it reached a 
point he feared he might 
nevercompete again. 

He returned a year later 
and capped off his come¬ 
back with a victory in the 


Tour Championship. The 
final piece was a major, 
and Woods delivered the 
most memorable week of 
the year in April at Augusta 
National when he won the 
Mastersforhis 15th major. 
But that was his lone high- 
lig ht. 

He missed the cut in the 
PGA Championship and 
the British Open and was 
never a factor in the Me¬ 
morial orthe U.S. Open. He 
withdrew afterthe opening 
round of The Northern Trust 
to start the FedExCup play¬ 
offs, and he failed to reach 
the TourChampionship.

NEW YORK (AP) — Naomi 
Osaka put her right hand 
in the shape of a gun and 
pointed two fingers at her 
temple, her face grim, 
while she looked toward 
herguest box. 

She'd just dropped the 
second set, moments after 
wasting a match point, as 
herU.S. Open title defense 
gotoffto a shaky start Tues¬ 
day. Her body language 
told the story: the eye rolls, 
the balled up fists covering 
herface at a changeover, 
the racket resting atop her 
head. 

Back in Arthur Ashe Stadi¬ 
um, where she beatSerena 
Williams in last year's cha¬ 
otic final, the No. 1-seeded 
Osaka kept digging holes 
and kept climbing out of 
them, eventually emerging 
with a 6-4, 6-7 (5), 6-2 vic¬ 
tory over84th-ranked Anna 
Blinkova of Russia in the first 
round. 

"I don't think I've ever been 
this nervous in my life," Osa¬ 
ka told the crowd during 
her post-match interview. 
"For me, I just came off re¬ 
ally slow and I never really 
found my rhythm." 

Ihe 21-year-old fromj apan 
wore a black sleeve over 
her left knee, which has 
been an issue recently. 

But it wasn't so much her 
movement as her erratic 
strokes that presented 
problems for Osaka, who 
finished with 50 unforced 


errors, more than double 
Blinkova'stotal of 22. 

'You kind of want to do well 
afteryou did well last year," 
Osaka said, when asked 
why she felt so many jitters 
while trailing 3-0 and 4-1 at 
the outset. 

'Just definitely," she said, 
"didn't want to lose in the 
first round." 

Osaka avoided that sort of 
disappointment. Stefa nos 
Tsitsipas, a 21-year-old from 
Greece who was seeded 
No. 8, did not. He lost in the 
first round for the second 
Slam in a row — and made 
a lot of noise on his way 
out, saying during a late 
dispute with chair umpire 
Damien Dumusois: 'You're 
all weirdos." 

After getting broken to 
trail 4-3 in the last set of his 
6-4, 6-7 (5), 7-6 (7), 7-5 loss 
to Andrey Rublev, Tsitsipas 
was fiddling around with a 
plastic bag of sweat bands 
and head wraps at a 
changeover when Dumu- 
soisannounced itwastime 
for play to resume. 

Tsitsipas said he wasn't 
ready; Dumusois, essen¬ 
tially, told him that was 
too bad. Tsitsipas told the 
official, who already had 
warned him about get¬ 
ting coaching help, to go 
ahead and call him fora vi¬ 
olation; Dumusois obliged, 
docking a point. 

'This chair umpire, I don't 
know, he has something 
against me. I don't know 
why,"said Tsitsipas, who up¬ 


set Roger Federer en route 
to the Australian Open 
semifinals in January but 
bowed out of Wimbledon 
in the first round. 

No. 4 seed Dominic fhiem, 
the two-time French Open 
runner-up, was also a first- 
round loser for the second 
straight major tournament 
when he was beaten 6-4, 
3-6, 6-3, 6-2 by Thomas Fa b- 
biano — the player who 
beat Tsitsipas at Wimble¬ 
don. 

Another highly seeded 
man went out when No. 
10 Roberto Bautista Agut, 
a Wimbledon semifinalist, 
was defeated by Mikhail 
Kukushkin 3-6, 6-1, 6-4, 3-6, 
6-3, while No. 14John Isner 
and 2014 champion Marin 
Cilic each won in straight 
sets. No. 2 Rafael Nadal 
wasin a latermatch. 

In other women's results 
on Day 2, two-time major 
champion Garbine Mugu- 


roza was eliminated by Ali¬ 
son Riske of the U.S. 2-6, 6-1, 
6-3, while two-time Wimble¬ 
don winner Petra Kvitova 
and No. 13 seed Belinda 
Bencic both won in two 
sets 

During the professional era, 
which began in 1968, only 
two U.S. Open women's 
champions have lost in 
the first round the following 
yean It happened in 2005 
to Svetla na Kuznetsova 
and again in 2017 to An- 
gelique Kerber— who was 
beaten by none otherthan 
Osaka, ranked 45th at the 
time and yet to get past 
the third round at a major 
tournament. 

Osaka thought back to 
that match Tuesday. 

"I could kind of see how 
stressed out (Kerber) was 
and that was in my favor," 
Osaka said. "I don't want to 
give people that look." 

This victory, difficult as it 


was, stretched Osaka's win¬ 
ning streak in hard-court 
Grand Slam matches to 15, 
which includes her run to 
the titles at Flushing Mead¬ 
ows in 2018 and at the Aus¬ 
tralian Open inJanuary. 
Those helped her become 
the first Japanese tennis 
player to be ranked No. 
1, a spot she regained this 
month. 

Osaka has spoken rather 
openly about the struggles 
she'shad dealing with pres¬ 
sure and expectations this 
season. She said Tuesday 
that she hoped figuring out 
how to get past Blinkova 
— who is now 0-2 at the 
U.S. Open and 0-4 against 
top-10 opponents— would 
boost her moving forward. 
"It helps me a lot, because 
I leam from the tougher 
matches," Osaka said. "It 
helpsme be prepared and 
try to leam and adjust my 
game plan."

band and screamed atDu- 
musoisthat he still needed 
time to change. Dumusois 
responded that Tsitsipas 
would be penalized. 

"I don't care," Tsitsipas re¬ 
plied. "Do whatever you 
want, because you're the 
worst." 

"I don't know what you 
have against me," Tsitsipas 
continued. "Because you're 


French probably and 
you're all weirdos!

Dumusois is indeed French. 
Tsitsipas had been angry 
that Dumusois believed he 
was getting coaching dur¬ 
ing the match from his fa¬ 
ther, Apostolos, which is not 
allowed.

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Brain Attack

A "brain attack" happens 
when blood flow to a part 
of your brain is c ut off. The 
brain cells, deprived of ox¬ 
ygen and glucose needed 
to survive, die.

Financialstocksfellthe most 
asbond pricessurged, pull¬ 
ing yields sharply lower. "The 
yield on the 10-year Trea¬ 
sury note fell to 1.48% from 
1.54% late Monday. That 
yield is the benchmark for 
interest rates that banks 
charge on mortgages and 
otherconsumerloans. J PM- 
ongan Chase fell 1.6% and 
Citigroup dropped 2.3% 
The drop in the 10-year 
Treasury yield may have 
put investors in a selling 
mood because it declined 
below the yield on the two- 
yearTreasury. Thisso-called 
inversion of the U.S. yield 
curve has accurately pre¬ 
dicted the past five reces¬ 
sions. When the yield curve 
inverted earlier this month 
for the first time since 2007, 
it led to a broad market sell- 
off. The yield on the two- 
year Treasury fell to 1.51% 
from 1.53%on Monday. 
Technology and industrial 
stocks also fell. Western 
Digital lost 4.4% and Ray¬ 
theon slid 2.7% 
Communications compa¬ 
nies rose, as did safe-play 
sectors like utilities and real 
estate stocks.

"The latest losses undercut 
some of the gains from 
Monday, when tentative 
optimism among inves¬ 
tors about the potential for 
progress in the costly trade 
conflict between the U.S. 
and China drove a broad 
ma rket ra lly. 

The market is on a four- 
week losing streak as in¬ 
vestors try gauge whether 
trade conflicts and slow¬ 
ing economies around the 
world will drag the U.S. into 
a recession. 


Last week, the trade con¬ 
flict escalated again with 
Washington and Beijing 
threatening new tariffs on 
each otherisgoods, trigger¬ 
ing a sharp sell-off in global 
markets. On Monday the 
market recouped some of 
those losses after President 
Donald Trump said his ne¬ 
gotiators had received en¬ 
couraging calls from China 
over the weekend. Traders 
drew encouragement from 
the development, even 
though China's foreign min¬ 
istry denied knowledge of 
any such calls. 

Market watchers are be¬ 


coming increasingly cir¬ 
cumspect about what lies 
ahead. UBS, the largest 
wealth manager in the 
world, recommended that 
customers reduce their ex¬ 
posure to stocks, the first 
time the bank has done 
so since the depths of Eu¬ 
rope's debt crisis in 2012.

Roland plans no budgetdeficitlbrfivsttime in 30years 


WARSAW, Poland (AP) — 

Poland's next annual state 
budget will for the first time 
in 30 years not run a deficit, 
mainly thanks to efficient 
taxcollection and changes 
to the pension system, the 
prime minister said Tues¬ 
day. 

Mateusz Morawiecki spoke 
following a weekly govern¬ 
ment se ssio n tha t a p p no ved 
a draft 2020 budget where 
spending and income are 
balanced at 429.5 billion 
zlotys ($109 billion). 
Morawiecki noted that 
it is Poland's first budget 
without a deficit since it 
became a democracy. 
It still needs consultations 
with worker and employer 
groups and approval from 


two parliament chambers 
and the president. 

'We are very responsible 
in managing the public fi¬ 
nances," Morawiecki said, 
promising that the budget 
will "no longer be an ATM 
for tax-evading criminals." 
The announcement comes 
before Oct. 13 parliamen¬ 
tary elections, in which the 
ruling party is expected 
to win a majority, chiefly 
thanks to its program of 
generous subsidies to fa mi- 
lies with children and to the 
elderly. Morawiecki vowed 
all these programs will be 
continued. 

The government's high 
spending has caused con¬ 
cern among some econo¬ 
mists and ordinary Poles 


about the condition of 
state finances, especially 
after inflation started to rise 
this year. 

Morawiecki noted that the 
state financeswere helped 
by an increase in state in¬ 
come, such as value-add¬ 
ed salestaxand corporate 


income tax, and bettercol- 
lection of personal income 
tax. Sgnificant funds are 
also expected from a tax 
on pension funds, from the 
sale of 5G wireless licenses 
and green gas certificates, 
and by reducing state ad¬

Grower 5,000 in 
Louisiana medical 
marijuana program so far 


BATON ROUGE, la. (AP) — 

Two weeks after Louisiana 
patients began receiving 
medical marijuana, the 
program is humming along 
without supply disruption 
and with thousandsof peo¬ 
ple receiving the drug for 
medical use, regulatory of¬ 
ficials and the head of one 
growing operation said 
Monday. 

J ohn Davis, president of GB 
Sciences Louisiana, one of 
two state-sanctioned med¬ 
ical marijuana growers, 
said Louisiana has about 
5,000 cannabis patients so 
far. 

Louisiana became the first 
Deep South state to dis¬ 
pense medical marijuana 
on Aug. 6, four years after 
state lawmakers agreed 
to give patients access to 
medicinal-grade pot. Nine 
medical marijuana phar¬ 
macies have been permit¬ 
ted to dispense the prod¬ 
ucts, with the first cannabis 
available in a flavored liq¬ 
uid tincture, a bottle con¬ 
taining a dropperto use. 
'The feedback that we're 
getting from patients is re¬ 
ally overwhelming, with 
patients who were hav¬ 
ing epileptic seizures of 18 
a day now down to two," 


Davis told a panel of state 
regulators who meet regu¬ 
larly to update the public 
on the medical marijuana 
program. Concerns that 
patients could face inter¬ 
ruptions in supply since only 
one ofthe state'stwo grow¬ 
ers has a product in phar¬ 
macies haven't panned 
out in the early days of the 
program. "It appears the 
supply chain isworking per¬ 
fectly, or as well as it can 
be," Davis said. "We're able 
to satisfy the demandsthat 
are out there." 

Agriculture Commissioner 
Mike Strain, whose depart¬ 
ment overseesthe medical 
marijuana program, urged: 
'We don't want to run out" 
now that people are taking 
the drug to ease pain and 
othermedical conditions. 
Louisiana is one of more 
than 30 other states that al¬ 
low medical marijuana in 
some form. 

Under the 2015 law and 
additional changes passed 
since then, Louisiana is al¬ 
lowing medical marijuana 
to treat a long list of diseas¬ 
es and disorders, such as 
cancer, seizure disorders, 
epilepsy, glaucoma, post- 
traumatic stress disorder 
and Parkinson's disease.□

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Extinction bites countries agree to protect sharks and rays

GENEVA (AP) — Countries 
have agreed to protect 
more than a dozen shark 
species at risk of extinc¬ 
tion, in a move aimed at 
conserving some of the 
ocean's most awe-inspiring 
creatures who have them¬ 
selves become prey to 
commercial fishing and the 
Chinese appetite for shark 
fin soup. 

Three proposals covering 
the international trade of 
18 types of mako sharks, 
wedgefishes and guitar- 
fishes each passed with a 
needed two-thirds major¬ 
ity in a committee of the 
World Wildlife Conference 
known asCITESon Sunday. 
'Today we are one step 
closer to protecting the 
fastest shark in the ocean, 
as well as the most threat¬ 
ened," said Jen Sawada, 
who directs The Pew Chari¬ 
table Trusts' shark conser¬ 
vation work. The measures 


don't ban fishing these 
sharks and rays, but any 
trade must be sustainable. 
The move isn't fina I but is a 
key sign before an official 
decision at its plenary this 
coming week. 
Conservationists applaud¬ 
ed and exchanged hugs 
afterthe tallies. Opponents 
variously included China, 
Iceland, Japan, Malaysia 
and New Zealand. The U.S. 
voted against the mako 
shark measure, but sup¬ 
ported the othertwo. 

Critics variously argued 
that the measures dis¬ 
tanced CITES from its ini¬ 
tial mandate to protect 
endangered land animals 
and plants, not marine life, 
and insisted the science 
didn't back up the call to 
increase protections They 
also noted thatthat millions 
of Mako sharks exist and 
even the CITES secretariat 
advised against the pro¬ 
tections. 


But proponents countered 
that stocks of sharks are in 
a deep dive, with tens of 
millions killed each year, 
and that measures need 
to be taken now — with 
what they call some of the 
most significant rules ever 
adopted for trade in shark 
parts 

Rima Jabado, a shark ex¬ 
pert and lead scientist of 
the Gulf Elasmo project, 
said many of the species 
included in the CITES pro¬ 
posals a re classified as "crit¬ 
ically endangered." J aba- 
do said there has been an 
80%decline in the number 
of wedgefishes, based on 
available data. Like gi¬ 
ant guitarfishes, the enig¬ 
matic wedgefish has an 
elongated triangle-shaped 
head and can be found in 
oceans in Southeast Asia, 
the Arabian Sea and East 
Africa. 

Makosare the world's fast¬ 
est sharks, reaching speeds 
of up to 80 mph (nearly 130 
kph). But they often get 
caught up in the nets of 
fishing trawlers hunting for 
tuna. 

Several countrieswith large 
fishing fleets, including Ja¬ 
pan, opposed the measure 
to protect mako sharks. 
'Japan hasbeen highly de¬ 
pendent on (live) marine 
resources from the ancient 


times," said Hideki Moro- 
nuki, director of fisheries 
negotiations at the Japa¬ 
nese Ministry of Agriculture, 
Forestry and Fisheries. "It's 
very, very important for us 
in J a pan to sustainably use 
all those marine riches," he 
said. He was among those 
who noted that even the 
CITES secretariat had rec¬ 
ommended rejecting the 
mako shark proposal. 

CITES concluded that "with 
the possible but uncertain 
exception of the Mediter¬ 
ranean, the population 
of (mako sharks) does not 
seem to have dec lined be¬ 
low the 30%threshold in dif¬ 
ferent ocean regions" and 
that "it is currently not pro¬ 
jected that declines would 
continue." 

Still, Jabado said some 
species of sharks and rays 
are becoming so difficult 
to find in the wild that sci¬ 
entists only often see them 
when they a re on sale atlo- 
c a I fish ma rkets. 

"How are we ever going 
to save these species if we 
only see them when fisher¬ 
men bring them in?" she 
said, adding that even if 
actions are taken now, it 
will be decades before 
shark populations start to 
recover. Losing more sharks 
and rays could also have 
other unintended conse- 


quencessince they are top 
ocean predators and help 
to balance the ecosys¬ 
tems, J abado said. 
Scientists warn that al¬ 
though warming oceans 
and climate change are 
also hurting sharks, it is the 
demand for shark fin soup 
that is threatening to drive 
some species to extinction. 
The Pew Trust estimatesthat 
between 63 million and 273 
million sharks are killed ev¬ 
ery year, mostly to feed the 
shark fin trade centered in 
Hong Kong. 

Dried shark fin can draw up 
to $1,000 per kilogram. The 
fins are often turned into 
shark fin soup, a Chinese 
delicacy that symbolizes 
good fortune, in which the 
gelatinous fin is served in a 
broth whose recipe dates 
back to the 10th-century 
Song Dynasty. Fishermen 
often slice off a shark's fin 
while the animal is still alive 
before tossing the writh¬ 
ing carcass back into the 
ocean. 

While Chinese celebrities 
like retired basketball star 
Yao Ming are trying to per¬ 
suade diners to abandon 
the soup, many aren't con¬ 
vinced. 

'Shark fin soup is a Chinese 
tradition so why should I 
stop eating it?"Wilson Kwan 
said outside a seafood res¬ 
taurant in London's China¬ 
town. "I know some people 
say it's cruel to sharks, but 
sharksare killerstoo." 

Last year, there were an 
estimated 66 unprovoked 
shark attacks on humans 
globally, including four fa¬ 
talities, according to the 
Florida Museum, which 
tracks such incidents. It is 
exceedingly rare for sharks 
to bite humans — and 
when they do, it's often be¬ 
cause they have mistaken 
them for sea Is or other prey. 
Conservationists say mov¬ 
ies like "j aws" have unfairly 
maligned society's percep¬ 
tion of sharks and in tum, 
made it difficult to gamer 
support to protect them. 
"People would be out¬ 
raged if they were serving 
dolphins in restaurants," 
said Graham Buckingham 
of the British shark group, 
Bite-Back. "But because it's 
a shark, they think it's per¬ 
fectly OK. '□

If you want an easy way 
to see how far Taylor Swift 
has come since her last 
album, just compare the 
two covers. If 2017's "repu¬ 
tation" featured a photo of 
Swift unsmiling in blackand 
white, "Lover"' is an explo¬ 
sion of color, clouds and 
sparkles 

Ihe superb new 18-track 
collection finds Swift look¬ 
ing backward and forward 
through the lens of love — 
both present and absent, 
lustfully and wistfully, friend- 
lyand concerned. She calls 
it a "love letterto love itself." 
It's a remarkable look at 
the various hues love can 
take. A songwriter long as 
sociated with bright red is 
painting now in blues and 
golds. "I want to be defined 
by the things I love — not 
the things I hate," she writes 
in the album notes and 
repeats in the final song, 
"Daylight." 

For many of the songs, she's 
reunited with producer 
Jack Antonoff. This time, 
they've hacked away at a 
lot of the previous electron¬ 
ic clutter to show off Swift 
and her rich pop songwrit¬ 
ing. 

The a Ibum kic ks off with the 
trop-hop "I Forgot You Ex¬ 
isted," which seems to ref¬ 
erence her old feud with 
once-friend Kim Kardashi- 
an, whom she slammed in 
'This Is Why We Can't Have 
Nice Things." Now, with 
genuine laughter, she ad¬ 
mits she's just indifferent. 
Chapter closed, moving 
on. 

Most of "Lover" is exuberant 
and a return to the diaristic 
Swift of the past. She seems 
to revel in the hard-fought 
happiness she's found with 
her boyfriend of three 
years, the Englishman Joe 
Alwyn, the obvious source 
of "London Boy." 

Things are getting serious, 
apparently. In the Go- 
Go's-ish "Paper Rings" she 
suggests "you're the one I 
want," while the album's ti¬ 
tle tra c k eve n c o nta ins Swift 
singing a mock wedding 
vow. On 'Cornelia Street," 
she's frightened that one 
day he'll walkaway. 


Last time out, Swift was a 
cool villain, settling scores 
Now she's joyfully doing 
a duet with Brendon Urie 
of Panic! At the Disco on 
"ME!," a slice of self-love. 
She's refreshingly contrite 
on "Afterglow" and reach¬ 
ing out to a pal in the unaf¬ 
fected "It's Nice to Have a 
Friend." 

Not everything is hugs and 
giggles, of course. There's 
a fair amount of tears, 
drunken regret and break¬ 
ups (There'seven a health 
scare in the understated 
ballad 'Soon You'll Get Bet¬ 
ter," which features the Di¬ 
xie Chicks, fiddle and ban¬ 
jo.) 'Cruel Summer" (with 
writing help from Vincent) 
and "Death by a Thousand 
Cuts" are about love gone 
really, really bad. 

There are interesting touch¬ 


es throughout, including 
a sax in "False God" and 
a cameo by Idris Elba (a 
snippet from 'The Late Late 
Show withJ amesCorden"). 
She name-drops Leonardo 
DiCaprio and Drake, while 
calling herself a 'Tennes¬ 
see Stella McCartney."The 
song "Miss Americana & 
the Heartbreak Prince" is 
the album's most ambitious 
track, reaching for some¬ 
thing deeper than just a 
high school moment. 

The album ends with one 
of Swift's most introspective 
songs, "Daylight," in which 
she sings of waking from a 
20-year dark nig ht. 

Now, in the light, she can 
see "I wounded the good 
and I trusted the wicked." 
On this and all the previ¬ 
ous others, she absolutely 
shinesQ

Venice Him Feslivalto hostOscarhopeftils, controversy

It may be the oldest film 
festival in the world but at 
76, the Venice Internation¬ 
al Film Festival is more rele¬ 
vant and divisive than ever. 
Kicking off Wednesday in 
the normally sleepy beach 
town of Lido, this year's fes¬ 
tival has already become 
a hotbed for discussion 
about the Oscar hopefuls 
launching there, its em¬ 
brace of controversial film¬ 
makers like Roman Polan¬ 
ski and Nate Parker in the 
#MeToo era and its lack of 
female directors. 

Among the highest-profile 
films debuting in compe¬ 
tition for the prestigious 
Golden Lion Award, which 
last year went to Alfonso 
Cuaron's "Roma," include: 
James Gray's space epic 
"Ad Astra"starring Brad Pitt; 
Noah Baumbach's divorce 
drama "Marriage Story" 
starring ScarlettJohansson; 
Steven Soderbergh's Pan¬ 
ama Papers comedy 'The 
Laundromat," with Meryl 
Streep; 'Waiting forthe Bar¬ 
barians," a J.M. Coetzee 
adaptation with Johnny 
Depp and Robert Pattin- 
son; and "J oker,"an uncon¬ 
ventional, Martin Scorsese- 
inspired origin story about 
Batman's foe starring Joa¬ 
quin Phoenix. 

For']oker" directorand co¬ 
writer Todd Phillips, the fes¬ 
tival debut will be helpful in 
"educating the audience" 
before it opens in theaters 
on Oct. 4. 

'We don't want to mislead 
people,"Phillipssaid. "Com¬ 
ic book movies have been 
these giant, great specta- 
c les a nd this is truly a c ha r- 
acterstudy." 

But only two of the 21 films 
in competition are from fe¬ 
male directors: Shannon 
Murphy in herdirecting de¬ 
but with "Babyteeth," star¬ 
ring Ben Mendelsohn, and 
'The Perfect Candidate" 
from Saudi Arabian director 
Haifaa Al-Mansourabout a 
young Saudi female doc¬ 
tor who decides to run for 
office. It's an increase from 
last year, which only had 
Jennifer Kent's 'The Night¬ 
ingale," but still far from 
equal. 

On top of that, one of the 
coveted competition slots

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went to Roman Polanski's 
espionage thriller "An Offi¬ 
cer and a Spy." The "Rose¬ 
mary's Baby" director has 
been a fugitive for more 
than 40 years He fled the 
U.S. after pleading guilty to 
unlawful sex with a minor. 
The festival is also hosting 
the premiere of "American 
Skin," the first film from Nate 
Parkersince a rape allega¬ 
tion from his past derailed 
the release of hisNatTumer 
biopic 'The Birth of a Na¬ 
tion" in 2016. 

Melissa Silverstein, the 
founder and publisher of 
the website Women and 
Hollywood and co-founder 
ofthe Athena Film Festival, 
has been one of the most 
vocal critics of the pro¬ 
gramming, which festival 
director Alberto Barbera 
has defended as worthy 
choices. 


'There are festivals that are 
committed to making sys¬ 
temic change and those 
that felt forced to be a part 
of an agenda they had 
no interest in. The Venice 
Film Festival is clearly in lat¬ 
ter camp," Silverstein said. 
'The only waya festivalcan 
change is if the leadership 
wants itto change. Nobody 
is expecting the change to 
be easy, but the message 
this festival is sending is that 
abusensare more welcome 
than women directors." 

A spot at Venice has 
helped launch careers, like 
Al-Mansour, Saudi Arabia's 
first female director, whose 
first feature 'Wadjda" 
played at Venice in 2012. 
'Venice has been really an 
important launch for my 
career. This time I'm in the 
competition so hopefully 
this marks a new stage in 


my life as I grow asa direc¬ 
tor," Al-Mansour said. "I'm 
very grateful for the op¬ 
portunity to bring my voice 
to the world with such an 
amazing platform for film¬ 
makers. But (it's) still very 
nerve-wracking. It's a big 
screen and it's a big festi¬ 
val." 

She would like to see more 
women in competition, 
as would Olivier Assayas, 
who also debuted his first 
feature there over30 years 
ago and credits the festi¬ 
val for putting him "on the 
map." 

Known for writing and di¬ 
recting films with complex 
female leads, Assayas 
is coming this year with 
'Wasp Network," based on 
the stories of the 'Cuban 
Five," a spy ring in the 1990s 
that was controversially ar¬ 
rested and imprisoned by 


the United States It stars 
Edgar Ramirez, Penelope 
Cruz and Ana de Armas 
and was partially filmed in 
Cuba. 

"For a movie like this it is 
very important to be in 
Venice, and Toronto and 
New York," Assayas said. "It 
gives us the kind of visibility 
we need." 

Venice is the unofficial start 
of the fall film festival sea¬ 
son, with the Toronto Inter¬ 
national Film Festival and 
Telluride and New York 
festivals following shortly 
after. It helps define the 
films in awards discussion 
until the Oscars in February. 
Lastyearsaw the debutsof 
Oscar winners like "A Star Is 
Bom," "Roma" and 'The Fa¬ 
vourite," while in 2017 Ven¬ 
ice premiered the eventual 
best picture winner 'The 
Shape of Water." 

It's a Iso one ofthe friendlier 
festivals for streaming. Netf- 
lix is bringing three films this 
yean "Marriage Story," "The 
Laundromat," and David 
Michod's 'The King," an ad¬ 
aptation of several Shake¬ 
speare plays starring Timo- 
thee C ha la met.

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Back to Chiapas 25 yea is after cove ring rebel uprising

SAN CR1STOBALDE LAS CA¬ 
SAS, Mexico (AP) — We 

node up to the mountain 
towns of Mexico's south¬ 
ern state of Chiapas and 
straight into the aftermath 
of an army shootout with 
rebels. 

It wasj an. 2, 1994, and The 
Associated Press had sent 
a photographer and me 
to investigate reports of an 
uprising in the highlands 
city of San Cristobal de las 
Casas Just outside town, 
we were shaken to discov¬ 
er the bodies of 14 rebels 
strewn acrossa grassy slope 
and the two-lane road. 
Twenty-five years later, I 
returned to Chiapas on a 
very different kind of trip, 
traveling along that curvy 
mountain road right past 
the slope that had been 
the scene of so much 
bloodshed. 

During the visit earlier this 
year, I was finally going to 
see the waterfalls and pyr¬ 
amids I didn't have time to 
visit during the hectic early 
days of the uprising by the 
Spatista National Libera¬ 
tion Army. And this time, I 
was traveling with my boy¬ 
friend, on his first visit to one 
of Mexico's most visually 
lavish regions 

After getting settled in the 
Lajoya boutique hotel that 
opened a few yearsago in 
San Cristobal, we hooked 
up with a local tour com¬ 
pany and climbed into a 
minivan with other tourists. 

A winding, hours-long ride 
on the state's main highway 


took us past small towns 
and jungle vegetation and 
finally to the waterfalls I had 
heard so much about dur¬ 
ing my earlierreporting trips 
a quarter-century before: 
Agua Azul and Misol Ha. 
Named for a distinctive 
turquoise blue caused by 
the water's mineral con¬ 
tent, Agua Azul is a series 
of cascades, some nearly 
20 feet (6 meters) high, lo¬ 
cated deep in the rainfor¬ 
est. The stunning Misol Ha 
is quite different, a single 
cascade of some 115 feet 
(35 meters) spilling into a 


pool encircled by tropical 
greenery. 

Several more hours in the 
minivan took us to the Ma¬ 
yan ruins of Palenque, a 7th 
c entury fo rmer c ity-sta te of 
stone temples surrounded 
by centuries-old red cedar, 
sa pod ilia and mahogany 
trees The cries of howler 
monkeys emanated in 
the distance, where stone 
structures evoking the old 
Indiana J ones movies were 
draped with jungle vegeta¬ 
tion. 

A late-night, hours-long 
ride took us back to San 
Cristobal and the stylish La 
J oya, which is operated by 
an American couple cel¬ 
ebrated by clients for their 
sumptuous breakfasts and 
attentive service. 

The next day, we made 
the short drive to the white¬ 
washed church in the town 
of San Juan Chamula, 
where ancient indigenous 
ritua Is mix with C hristia n be¬ 
liefs Families sat on the dirt 
floor scattered with pine 
needles, burning large can¬ 
dles affixed to the ground 
with hot wax, drinking cups 
of sugar-cane liquor and 
sacrificing live chickens in 
healing ceremonies. 

Back in San Cristobal, I 
found the same city I had 


known during reporting 
trips a quarter-century be¬ 
fore, just with more chain 
stores and other develop¬ 
ment around the outskirts 
and lots of new cars plying 
the streets 

The orange-toned Hotel 
Santa Clara, where many 
journalists stayed while 
covering the rebellion and 
subsequent peace talks in 
1994, still stood at a comer 
of the city's main plaza. A 
few blocks away, the La 
J oya hotel where we were 
registered was discretely 
hidden behind a wall with 


no street advertising on 
Real de Guadalupe. 
Nearby was the circa-1528 
cathedral where the now 
late-Bishop Samuel Ruiz 
had served as a mediator 
for early talks between the 
govemmentand the rebels 
named for Mexican Revo¬ 
lution leader Emilia no 7a- 
pata. But on this year's trip, 
the cathedral was closed 
for restoration work follow¬ 
ing an earthquake. 

At the market outside the 
Santo Domingo Domini¬ 
can convent, indigenous 
women still sold necklaces 
and earrings of silver and 
amber, and mountains 
of colorful textiles. I found 
fewer Mayan people 
dressed in traditional cloth¬ 
ing, although many older 
women still wore the ela bo¬ 
ra te lye mb raid e red blouses 
called huipiles (wee-PEE- 
les). 

And everywhere, there 
were signs the Mayan peo¬ 
ple in one of Mexico'spoor- 
estand most isolated states 
remain independent and 
rebellious in the city named 
forBartolome de lasCasas, 
a 16th century Dominican 
friar and the first resident 
Bishop of Chiapas, who 
wrote about the atrocities 
Spanish colonizers commit¬ 
ted against the indigenous 
people. 'Stop the terror¬ 
ism of the state," reads in 
part one of several defiant 
slogans spray-painted on 
the side of San Cristobal's 
municipal palace, which 
the Spatistas seized dur¬ 
ing their uprising a quarter- 
century beforeO
